Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
sections (7) and (8) of section 36 of the said Act, the Central 
Government hereby publishes the certificate of approval of Model of 
self-indicating non-automatic PC based weighing instrument type PS 
series (herein after referred to as the Model) manufactured by M/s 
Electronic Calculators & Computers Co., B-161, Peenya Industrial 
Estate, Bangalore-560058 with miximum capacity of 1 kg, 2 kg, 5 kg, 10 
kg, 20 kg and 30 kg and which is assigned the approval mark 
IND/09/94/31; 
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The Model (see figure) is a medium accuracy (accuracy class III) 
PC based weighing instrument with a maximum capacity of 5 kilogram and 
minimum capacity of 40 gram. The. verification scale interval (e) is 2 
gram. It has a tare device with a 100 per cent subtractive retained 
tare effect. The body of the instrument is made of metal sheets. The 
load receptor is of stainless sheets of size 300 X 360 millimetre. The 
Monitor of the Personal Computer indicates the weighing result. The 
instrument operates on 230 volts, 50 hertz, alternate current power 
supply.
